Not  liberated  men 
who  have  served  their  term,  but 
convicts.  Thry  have  no  name,  but 
a  number.  Their  rightful  place  is 
behind  the  bars.  But  they  live  In 
their  own  homes  under  the  waring 
palm  trees.  Some  of  them  have 
children  bom  In  the  colony. 

In  other  articles  I've  explained 
the  system  by  which  at  least  800  of 
the  6.500  convicts  In  the  Devil's 
Island  colonies  go  about  their  dally 
chorr.',  the  same  as  you  or  I  would 
do.  except  that  thev  wear  .stripes 
and  can  only  go  a  few  miles  from 
town 

Of  those  800  practically  all  have 
women.  Certainly  all  who  want 
women  have  them  because  there 
ere  about  four  woman  to  emV  man 
In  thla  ash  heap  of  enatlon.  About 
Mx  or  seven  have  married.  That's 
In  fair  average  keeping  with  the 
population  at  large  for  this  place, 
remember.  Is  where  they  don't  ask 
the  father's  name  when  a  baby's 
birth  lA  registered  Tisually  the 
mother  can't  remember  fhiit  fnr 
back.  Reldnm  r>rr'  !hc  jia'^ents  in.Tr- 
rlrd.  But  If  a  wan  \vni)i,«i  to  be 
swanky  and  uppity  about  It  he  ran, 
a  day  or  so  after  the  birth  is  regis- 
tered, go  down  to  the  city  hall  and 
Ale  an  afBdavlt  of  paternity.  Proud 
ffttban  who  do  thla  often  aaeced 
tan  In  a  atngla  year. 

Onee  In  a  while  you  will  see  a 
birth  notloa  la  the  weekly  paper. 
Here  Is  the  last  1  noticed : 

"Maron  -On  Sunday.  November 
2fl.  In  Cayenne,  to  Miss  Ursula 
Maron,  a  boy.  Light  brown  "  MLss 
Maron.  curiously  enough.  Is  not

But.  even  In  such  a  free  and  easy 
atmosphere,  statistics  can  prove 
that  romance  exists  snd  love  lives. 
For  Instance,  there  hasn't  been  a 
divorce  here  during  my  lifetime.  If 
you  want  to  be  nasty  about  It,  you 
can  point  out  that  where  there  la 
no  marrlaga  there  can  be  no 
divorce    But  Who  are  you  to  get 

technical?

ll>e  Winnipeg  Tribune  is  skeptical  about 
stories  emanating  from  Victoria  relative  to  the 
presence  of  a  sea  monster  on  this  coast.  Those 
atorlaa  it  characterizes  as  "suspiciously  glib."  as 
"demonstrating  resourcefulness  rather  than  pre- 
cision, imagination  rather  than  scientific  ac- 
curacy." The  lack  nf  (  redullty  on  the  part  of 
The  Tribune  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  In  the  least. 
There  in  many  dog  days  at  the  Coast  during 
which  "iinaKinatlon  bodies  forth  the  form  of 
things  unknown,"  sometimes  even  going  so  far 
as  to  believe  that  a  powerful  Imagination  will 
produce  the  event.  It  is  possible  that  witnesses 
of  the  alleged  sea  monster  saw  things  "which 
never  were,  nor  no  man  ever  saw."  This  seems 
to  be  the  belief  of  The  Winnipeg  Tilbunf,  and 
that  newspaper  reads  Victorians  a  gentle,  good- 
humored  lecture  on  the  desirability  of  stlcicing 
to  raalitle.s,  a  part  of  which  we  quote  : 

*T<et's  put  this  on  a  frank  and  friendly  foot- 
ing. Let  us  admit  that  Victoria  is  a  ¥nnter  re- 
sort, and  an  attractive  one.  Let  us  accept  It 
that  Victoria  has  the  finest  of  roads,  excellent 
hotels,  interesting  gardens  and  a  pleasant  and 
bracing  climate  the  year  round.  Let  u.s  say,  once 
and  for  all,  that  a  Winter  vacation  at  Victoria 
leaves  nothing  to  be  desired.  Let  the  fact  be 
bUuRmed,  If  nece.s.sary.  on  the  front  page  of  all 
the  newspapers  In  the  country  every  da^.  And 
then  let  us  retnm  to  facts,  If  possible,  fon  this 
question  of  the  sea  .serpent.  Let  news  on  this 
interesting  question  be  news.  If  any,  and  not 
speculations  as  to  whether  geoducks  are  the  eggs 
from  which  Cadborosaurl  are  hatched.  Let  us 
have  facts,  if  facts  there  be,  or  otherwise  let 
Victoria  for  ever  hold  her  i>eace." 

The  summary  of  The  Tribune  Is  that,  "there 
Is  a  monster  at  the  Coast,  right  enough,  but 
there  is  reason  to  doubt  whether  it.s  name  is 
Cadborosaurus  or  even  Ogopogo.

We  see  by  the  papers  that  a  big 

Is  about  to  begin  In  Canada 
with  the  object  of  strengthening 
the  League  and  enlarging  lU  au- 
thority.

allst  than  tntematkmaUst  In  his 
views,  while  the  latter  appears  to 
be  more  internationalist  than  na- 
tionalist la  bis  attitude  towards  the 
affairs  of  the  nations.

Momben  of  the  League  deebkre. 
no  doubt  with  perfect  good  faith, 
that  it  has  been  successful  in  many 
of  its  ebjeota.  Those  are  differeneee 
of  opinion  upon  that  point,  but 
there  Is  one  point  upon  which  there 
oan  be  no  differeaees  of  epialon. 
That  Ls  that  the  League  would 
probably  have  collapsed  some  time 
ago  but  for  the  moral  support  It 
has  consistently  received  from  the 
British  Prime  Minister  and  the 
flnanelai  support  It  has  roeoHred 
from  the  Brltl.sh  government 
There  have  t>een  many  meetings  of 
the  august  eourt,  and  many  of  thoee 
meetings  have  been  adjourned 
without  achievement  of  results;  but 
Mr.  MaoDonald  has  never  loot  faith 
In  the  organlration.  and  Invariably 
has  predicted  that  other  meetings 
will  produce  substantial  results
